Until the age of forty or forty- 
five @ person inv normal bealtb 
can withstand the attack made 
upon the constitution by dead 
teeth, but after that age the 
defence becames wesker. The 
attack in consequence becomes 
more deadly. It is certainly a 
wise precaution to move sucb 
teeth, and such 8 practice gener- 
ally followed would bave an 
etiremely beneficis} effect on the 
health of the country.

| SAMPAN SINKS.» 


_—— 


FORTUNATE ESCAPE OF 
TWO PASSENGERS. 


Another sammpan sank in the 
harbour last night whilst carrying 
two passengets from the French 
steamer Hanoi. 

Their anxiety in regard to the 
fate of several crates of fratt on 
board the steamer acting as the 
impelling force, these passengers, 
two young Annamites named ¥. 
Van Leo and J.T. Dich, em- 
ployed in Yocal basiness offices, 
an “a sampah neer Blake 
Piar at about 8 p.m. The trip to 
the Hanoi, though vers pre 
carious under the circ pmstances, 
was carned out sacce ssfally, but 
it was oo the returo trip that 
matters turned cat unf avourable. 
Heavily laden with the crates of 
froit which had been transfe. 
into, the boat, the sampan 
gradually took in water, and 
the first intimazion to 
the passengers that something 


“learions was about to beppen was 


the dismal wailing of the master 
of the sampan.and his wife, who 
comprised the crew. The heavy 
seas tossed the sampan about, and 
Turing tha fifteen minutes which 
preceded their rescue. the pass- 
engers were obliged to gradnally 
edge up to ths stern of the sambar, 
which was sinking at its bow end. 
Feverish preparations ware shen 
mada for a swim in the dark- 
ness, and, With presence of mind, 
the two Annamites tore up some 
planks from the deck of the 
sampas, with the idea of using 
them as floats in the event of the 
craft Bnally going under. When 
abont three hundred yards from 
the Macao Boat Whart, the cries 
ysised “by the passengers 
and crew were beard ashore, and 

..- being put 


Aid from this quarter would have 
praved too Jate, but happily 
assistance came if the timely 
arrival of another launch, which 
after a great deal of circling 
around, managed to fish the crew 
of the sampan and its passengets 
out of the water. 

The idea of profit was not 
entirely absent from the minds of 
the crew of the launch when they 
set out on their mission, 3S was 
proved by the fact that, once 
having got the rescued safely on 
board, without any hesitation, 
they set our, summarily 
to explore the contents 
of the passengers’ pockets, the 
letter being too happy— or miser- 
able—to raise any demur. The 
search proved to’ be upsatis- 
factory, and there were renewed 
demands — for ”* compensation.” 
The passengers exentually had to 
raake peace witb their rescuers 
over &- finger ring..and @ few 
dollars borrowed on the spot. 

This accident, which almost 
resulted in the loss of life, in- 
dicates the need for the provision 
of buoys on these sampans. Many 
lives would bave been preserved 
during the periodical visitations 
of rough weather such as that 
which obtained yesterday were 
buoys made an essential part in 
the life-saving equipment of these 
small craft.

RUNNING REVOLVER 
FIGHT. ; 


‘. The inquest on tha bedy of 
Francia Perey Toplis aged 33, 
who was shot by the Penrith 
police recently was held at 
Penrith Town Hall by Colonel 
Halton, the East Cumberland 
coron’r, The jury found that 
Toplis had been justifiably killed 
by a revolver bullet at Plumpton 
by -police officers who were 
attampting to effect his arrest 
while a fugitive from justice; and 
they commended she police for 
their pluck. intelligence, and 
mptitude. 
a The body was identified by 
“hrs. Bowles, of Shoreham, 

Toplis's sister. and Sergeant 
. Harry, Smith, of the, RAS, 

stationed ai Bulford. Syperintand- 

ent Cox, ‘of the Hampshire 

Constabulary, related the cireum- 

stances of tha murder of the 
> motor-driver Spicer at Thruxton, 

and declared that the bods of tha 
man in tha mortuary tallied with 
the description of the man wanted 
for the murder. 

Police-constable Alfred Fulton 
descrited his first meeting with 
Toplis near Low Heaket, 1] miles 
from Penrith, and. added that 
when he returned home he lonked 
up his police information ard 
noticed that the description of 
_ Toplis was similar to that of 
‘the man he bad spoken to. Re- 
turning ‘on his bicycle, be 

‘ found Toplis in a plantation, and 

‘said, Hullo, boy, is this as far as 

you have got?” The man jump- 

ed up and, polling a revolver 
shouted ont, 

obeyed, 

and Toplis continued: ” Jt is me 
you are looking for, is it? If 
you are, lam Toplis. It was me 
who shot the policeman and far- 

+ mer, and if you act the same, 

You go too.” Ho compelled Ful- 

ton to drop his bandeuffs and 

truncheon on the ground. The 
witness told him not to be silly 
and to put the revolver away. 

He then said, °F will kill or be 

killed.” The witness told him to 

get out of the district altogether, 

He went away, and the witness 

returned home. changed into 

moufti, and went to Perrith for 
assistance. - 

Superintent Oldcorn, said that 
on receiving Folton’s report be 
ordered Enspector Bertram. and 
Fulton to goinsearch of Toplis 
in 8 motor-car. Knowing that 
the man was armed and a8 
dangerous character, he provided 
Ritchie and Bertram with a 
Tevolver and six rounds of 
ammunition eack, telling them 
to usathe weapons with great 
discretion. 

REVOLER FIGHT WITH POLICE. 

Inspector Ritchie said that the 
police in the motorcar first saw 
Toplis after passing throvgb 
Plumpton. The witness's idea 
was to slow op while passing 
him and jomp ont on top of him. 
Unfortunately > the chanffeur 
did not pass close enoagh to 
the map, and tbe car drove on 
50 or 6) yards, when the police, 
who were all in plain clothes got 
out, sent the car away. and con- 
cesled themselves behind some 
farm buildings uotil Teplis 
_&pproached, 

When he got opposite ta’ me 
(continued the inspectors) I sprang 
out and said,” Stop. Pull up.” He 
spre noticed mea et the 
same moment, as he sprang for- 
ward and commenced running 
w towards Penrith. He ran about 
five yards; then be turned round, 
still ranning, and fired direct on 
the police. He pulled the revol- 
ver out immediately he saw me.

Mr. G, H. Stuart-Bunning, Pre- 
sident of the Britieh Trade Union 
Congres Writes in a Home 

Pahen we landad in Amarica in 
October last, the first thing which 
struck us was the unpopularity 
of the Presidant. Good Demo- 
orats, who wonld in no circum. 
stances vote Republican, declared 
that rather than vote for Wilson 
they would nog vota af all, and to

with which politics are followed 
in the United States this was an 
astonishing revelation. 

In this country, if the Prime 
Minister were suddenty stricken 
by garious illness, even his 
opponents would be sympathic, 
bat no one appeared to take 
much notice of Mr. Wilson's 
sickness, except. some cruel 
practical jokers who spread. a 
report ata public meeting that the 
President was dead. Mr. Mar- 
shall, the vice-president, ‘was one 
of the speakers, and asked the 
meeting to join him in prayer for 
the departed President snd for 
himself aa tha man who had to 
take up the reins of office. 

The report was, of course, 
Quile notrnue. and later is was 
suggested that like Brougham, 
Mr. Wilson himself had circnlat- 
ed the rumour with a view to 
learning what the public thought 
of him. . 

WHY 5 THE PRESIDENT 
UNPOPTLAR? 

We, who were accustomed to 
Wi'son’s idealism, and only know 
his great reputation on this sida, 
were extremely puzzled to 
account for the general dislike 
of the President. Washington 
society is not too charitable, 
and Mrs. Wilson seems 
to have antagonised certain 
sections of it, but Washington is 
after oll a compsratively small 
place, and serious though it may 
be for tha wife of 2 Presidans to 
become unpopular, this did not 
account for people in New York, 
in Buffalo. and in other places 
expressing tho” ppision | that 
Wilson was doze for. : 

Some light was shed upon tha 
matter by debates in tbe Senate, 
where Senator Lodge attacked 
the Treaty with great bisterness. 
During thea war Lodge was 
accounted a friend of the Allies, 
and the courtliness of his bow 
tothe Prince of Wales at the 
Embassy reception was a thing 
to be remembered. Why should 
such a man have suddenly 
developed hostility to the Drited 
Kingdom? 

Why should other prominent 
people, well-known for their 
friend] y feeling to this country, 
acd their friendship to the Pre- 
sident, adopt a belligerent tone? 
Tho explanation is partly that 


there is an ignorance of world 


politics surprising in so intelligent 
a@ people as: those of the United 
States, and partly a feeling that 
the Treaty would draw them into 
all sorts of petty European dis- 
putes with which America had no 
concern, and out of which it conld 
gain no advantage.

The Japanese attitude to China 
_bas produced among all classes of 
' the nation a bitter fealing, which 

has manifested itself expecially 
in the national boycatt of Japan- 
esa goods. Not content with her 
aggressive policy towards China, 
Japan, through her Foreign Min- 
ister, Baron Ishii, bas declared a 
Munroe Doctrina for Asia and 
claims that, no foreign capital 
(except her own) should be em- 
ployed in. Manchuria and Mon- 
golia, Part, at least. of the 
trouble in India is undoubtedly 
,duz to Japanese intrigue. Japan's 
colonial ambitions extend to 
Vndia, the Philippines, the Malar 
Archipelago, and Australia, ~ 

Why, then, “should Great 
Britain continue a Treaty which 
her partner has violated in letter 
and in spirit at every turn? Woe 
Know the size of Japan's “but™ 
during the war. Her real attitude 
to Britain was prematurely re- 
sealed when things were not g0- 
ing well for the ‘Allies, and a 
Government-inspired_press cam- 
sign, openly anti-British and 
vanti-Alliance, astonished the 
English residents. This new 
motion of hers for = renowal of 
the alliance with Britain is 
obviously only dua to the fact 
that she finds the immediate 
accomplishment for her aims 
delayed indefinately, and she de- 
sires to erjox:the great benefits 
to be had from’ an alliance with 
Great Britain which will secure 
the latter's neutrality toward her 
ambition in China 

What, in view of these facts, is 
the “raison d'etre” ofa Treaty 
with Japas? It would benefit 
only the latter and would prob- 
ably assist morally in the coercion 
of China: and if China does not 
get justice a -new world war 
seems inevitable, in the present 
temper of the Chinese people. 
This kind of future. however, is 
not what the Chinese people 
‘sould wish tosee. By tradition 
and nature we are lovers of peace. 
We sincerely hope thas the Great 
Powers, «ko have Just fought 
with sacrifice of millions of lives 
for bumanity and the freedam of 
the world, will work rightly and 
justly to settle this grave pro- 
blem through the League of 
Nations. And above all we 
sincerely and urgeatly beg the 
British people and its leaders 

to consider “carefully and pro- 
foundly the reat significance to 
‘both countries and the world at 
large of continuing the alliance 
with Japan. Because. Af Japan 
succeeds in gaining control. over 
00,000,000 Chinese people and 
correspondingly reat natural 
resources, then. no State

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JURY DELAYS. 


Jurymen summoned tothe Crirainal Sessions yesterday were 
subject to a deal of delay and annoyance through the fact that, 
because ofa bit of bungling by the Police officials, tbe prisaners 
who were to be tried in the Puisne Judge’s Court were not present 
when the time for the opening of the Court arrived. All the jururs 
summoned for the Sessions bad gatherzd in the Chief Justice's 
Court, and. the arrangement was that when the balloting here was 
coropleted, the jarymien no: required in that Court were to proceed 
to the Second Court, where other cases were down fur trial Burt 
when the time came, no prisoners had made their appearance, and 
thus it was that.he Second Court's business had to be postponed 
until the afternoon. Now when a man receives a juror’s summons, 
he likes to know as soon a9 possible whether his services will be 
required. But in this instance. after wasting a deal of time in the 
morning. the jurymen had to return again. later in the day before 
being able to learn if they were needed. Mr. Justice Wood rightl+ 
made e public statement on the matter, showing that the fault was 
not with the law officers of the Crown but with the Police Depart- 
‘ment. Somebody must have been resniss in his duties [hat sucha 
thing could happen, for surely it is fairly general knowledge 
amongst the Police when tht Sessions come along that the prisoners 

. are required before business can begin. Whoever was at fault in 

« this instance now knows that he caused considerable annoyance to 
ten whe have business tu look after and also caused the Puishe 
Jndge to cast reflections on the working of the Police Department. 

Jury service is one of these necessary things. Without it. the 
law canno: be prepesly administered. it is on occasion annoving 
to business men to be called away from their offices to decide 
whether a man is or is not guilty of an oTence alleged against him, 

- but if people want law and order maintained in the Colony, they 
. Inust help to see that justice is done, They have their part to play, 
just as the Jaw officers of the Crown and the’ Police have, Sorne- 
times, in their irritation at being called for service, jurymen are apt 
to overlook that aspect of affairs. Let the juryman cultivate the 
habit of thinking tha: he is assisting to keep down crime: then..per- 
' beps he will view the summuns to serve ins rather different light. 
But whilst, rightly viewed. jory service is 2 privilege as well as a 
responsibility, it goes without saying.that it ought to be made as 
little irksome as possible. No msn who gives his service to the 
" Colony in this way ought tobe kept waiting about the Court longer 
than is absolutely necessary. If he ix wanted, then let the aITaUge- 
ments be such that be can discharge his duty without delay and 
not be compelled to waste valuable time doing nothing. In this 
connection, the procedure followed here in Hongkong is capable of 
improvement, 2s we shall show in a moment or two, and we hope 
that sufficient notice will be taken of these remarks in the proper 
quarter to bring about a much-needed reform. "

“DEARY.

The appoiutment of Sir Mat- 
thew Nathan to the Govarnor- 
ship of Qneensland has pleased 
us all immensely, When Sir 
Matthew came here he soon 
arrived at the conclusion that 
Hongkong was not placa that it 
was cracked. uptobe. He was a 
strenuous man—a man who be- 
fieved at getting at the bottom of 
things. The Poblic Health 
Ordinance itsalf brought him a 
crop of worries, and on top 
of that in 1906. the Obsay- 
vatory was foolish enough to 
les a typhoon swoop on the 
Colony as a wolf swoops on the 
unsuspecting fold, and he was 
promptly plagued to wade in and 
wipe the Obervatory off the 
chart. The typhoon burst upon 
the Colony unheralded, no warn 
ing having been issued from the 
Qhbservatory until it was too late 
to be of any practical use. Those 
who came to the city early in 
the morning saw the harbour, as 
usual, dotted with sampans and 
janks, while tha river boasts 
Isy alongside the wharves, and the 
liners and warships were moored 
at thair buoys or alongsida the 
Kowloon wharves. Suddenly the 
typhoon gun Toated, out its 
ominous warning, and almost 
simultaneonsly the storm broke. 
Junks and sampans were racing 
asfastes human effort could drive 
them for the shelter at Causeway 
Bay. It wasa veritable case of 
every man for himself. Every- 
thing that lsy between the 
distressed craft and the haven at 
Causeway Bay was relentlessly 
cut down, or the wonld- 
be cutters smashed them- 
selves in the attempt.

Osher Governors before 
him passed it by. They knew 
things had to be dove, but having 
leyes that would shut they 
| promptly clesed them tight when- 
fever ther came near anything 
+tha’ looked like bard work. Sir 
Matthew Nathen, having been 
cas> in es different mould, opened 
his eyes when others would have 
shut therm, and he had to take up 
the burden. Sir Matthew believed 
io being on hand all the time, and 
apparently the only thing he 
regretted was that he was not 
possessed of the power to be in 
‘about six pisces at one and the 
same time. It is a truism that 
Sir Matthew ~was the best 
Governor we Have ever had.
